among the various branches of the gov- 
ernment service. Warships will be con- 
sidered first. 


The secretary o£ the navy is making 


eTcry effort to secure from our naval 
attaches and diplomatic officers abroad, 
all information obtainable respecting 
the number of ships building, their 
price and other data. 


There are many applications coming 


to the department from persons and 
flrms who desire to sell ships to the 
government, but In mast of these cases 
either tho craft offered is not suitable 
for naval needs, or the date of possible 
completion is so distant—from three 
months upward—that it can not be re- 
garded as worthy of purchase to meet.

During the seventeenth century the 


druj.-j-'i.--t rriro to America nud closely 
followed JL.Li.li.-h precedents, modifying 
them, however, by tho practice of the 
Indians with whom ho camo iu contact. 
Quack apothecaries bogau to spring up 
iu the uow laud, and iu 1036 the colo- 
ny of Virginia passed a law which 
among other things regulated the prices 
•ud fees of the druggist. At this time 
it was fashionable for the druggists to 
practice surgery in addition to pharma- 
cy, and the Virginia colony contained a 
large number of people who were profi- 
cient in both professions. In Massachu- 
setts the business was largely iu the 
hands of Indians, schoolmasters, old 
women and teachers. The Salem witch- 
craft delusion retarded the spread of the 
druggist for sometime iu the Bay State 
lor the popular impression fastened on 
the apothecaries a suspicion that the; 
sold the potions that were supposed t 
produce the spells. Among those wh 
suffered persecution at this time mixers 
of medicine appear to have been promi- 
nent. 


The drug shop had not yet become a 


distinct institution. It was usually n 
branch of the grocery or spice business.

ouo Giles JFormau of Boston 


hurl, however, firmly established him- 
self as devoting special attention to 
pharmacy. In 164G 
the first distinctive

JSo doubt 
more reliance was placed on drugs then 
than now, when people are beginning 
to recognize the largo part that fresh 
air, dietetics and other hygienic meas- 
ures play iu the successful treatment of 
disease.—Lippincott's Magazine.

The original manu- 
scripts of his plays are scarcely legible, 
the corrections and erasures being ao 
numerous. But he did not let the copy- 
ist or indeed auy stranger see them, 
but rewrote and added pungent and 
pregnant sentences as he did so. The 
first thoughts of some authors ara the 
best; they were the worst of Dumas flls 
unless when he was answering !i letter 
.—answering, mind I It was then a caso 
of steel responding to flint. Sparks flew. 
If there waa an explosive about, it went 
off.—London Truth.
